The Allies have broKen through the Somme line where the 


Germans intended to hold temporarily covering their retreat to 
l^LHindenburg line. 
^^field Marshal Haig announced today that the Somme river 
has been crossed* south and west of Peronne. This apparently 
brings the British to the outskirts of that important communica- 
tion center—flanking it from the south. 


This "break through" may well result also in flanking move- 


ment against Ham from the north and thus force immediate re- 
tirement to the Hindenburg line, 15 miles to the eastward. 


Combles fell to the British in their advnce across the Somma. 


A battery of field guns and 200 prisoners were taken. British 
artillery is shelling Combles which "the Boche are evidently try- 
ing to hold for the present. At noon the Australians faced 
Peronne across the Somme from the south. The British now 
hold the entire western bank of the Sonime in conjunction with 
the French. 


The British advanced 2,000 yards, a little more than a mile 


on a front of 7 miles between Bullecourt and the Scarpe today, 
and are within a mile of Queant, the junction of the Wotan and 
Siegfried sectors, on the Hindenburg line. They have taken 
Riencourt 2 miles southeast of Bapaume.. 


The allies now hold the line in the Somme sector from Bus- 


court to Noyon of which they have captured the 'northern and 
eastern suburbs. 


The great battle continues over a great portion of the 100 


mile front today. French forces were reported advancing to- 
ward Guiscard and Chauny following the successes of Roy and 
Noyon. They have taken six villages. Dispatches filed in Paris 
at ten o'clock said the section north of Soissons was albaze with 
action.' 


The Germans rushed up 10 divisions, 120,000 men to oppose 


the advance of the Franco-American forces upon the highly 
strategical sections commanding the western exit of the Soissons 
table land. 


French troops have taken Coucy Forrest on the 
Ailette. 


MjMii/ime the Germans are evidently preparing the people at 
home for news of a great defeat—possibly even to a retreat to 
the Rhine river. Advices from Amsterdam today quoted two 
leading German newspapers indicating that German authorities 
have at last concluded that the people cannot be kept much longer 
on lies.

This apparently 
brings the British to the outskirts of that important communica- 
tion center—flanking it from the south. 


This "break through" may well result also in flanking move- 


ment against Ham from the north and thus force immediate re- 
tirement to the Hindenburg line, 15 miles to the eastward. 


Combles fell to the British in their advnce across the Somma. 


A battery of field guns and 200 prisoners were taken. British 
artillery is shelling Combles which "the Boche are evidently try- 
ing to hold for the present. At noon the Australians faced 
Peronne across the Somme from the south. The British now 
hold the entire western bank of the Sonime in conjunction with 
the French. 


The British advanced 2,000 yards, a little more than a mile 


on a front of 7 miles between Bullecourt and the Scarpe today, 
and are within a mile of Queant, the junction of the Wotan and 
Siegfried sectors, on the Hindenburg line. They have taken 
Riencourt 2 miles southeast of Bapaume.. 


The allies now hold the line in the Somme sector from Bus- 


court to Noyon of which they have captured the 'northern and 
eastern suburbs. 


The great battle continues over a great portion of the 100 


mile front today. French forces were reported advancing to- 
ward Guiscard and Chauny following the successes of Roy and 
Noyon. They have taken six villages. Dispatches filed in Paris 
at ten o'clock said the section north of Soissons was albaze with 
action.' 


The Germans rushed up 10 divisions, 120,000 men to oppose 


the advance of the Franco-American forces upon the highly 
strategical sections commanding the western exit of the Soissons 
table land. 


French troops have taken Coucy Forrest on the 
Ailette. 


MjMii/ime the Germans are evidently preparing the people at 
home for news of a great defeat—possibly even to a retreat to 
the Rhine river. Advices from Amsterdam today quoted two 
leading German newspapers indicating that German authorities 
have at last concluded that the people cannot be kept much longer 
on lies.
